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IN DESERT STORM 


Heat Scorches and Sand 
Lacerates Faces.

When we arrived at Ambala, head- 
quarters of the royal air force in In- 
dia, my engine had developed a leaky 
cylinder,” remarked Erik Nelson, pilot 
of the New Orleans and engineering 
officer of the world flight. “ This might 
have caused us considerable delay 
while waiting for one to be shipped us 
from our case of spare parts at Ka- 
rachi on the Arabian sea. But, to our 
delight, we found the British aviators 
in India all using American Liberty 
motors. They swore by them, too, This 
was most gratifying to us because Eu- 
ropean engines have long held a pre- 
mier place in the aeronautical world. 
But since the war the Liberty has 
leapt right to the front. 

“ All the British commandant had to 
do was phone over to his machine 
shops at Lahore, the city of Kipling 
and Kim, and have a new cylinder 
brought over by airplane. Unfortu. 
nately, the pilot had engine trouble 
shortly after leaving the capital of the 
Punjab and fell 1,500 feet near Amrit- 
mar, the sacred capital of the long 
haired Sikhs. 


Boards Bullock Cart. 
Leaving the remains of his plane 


on the outskirts of Amritsar and put- 


ting the cylinder under his arm, the 
badly shaken but otherwise uninjured 
pilot boarded a native bullock cart, 
drove past the golden temple of the 
Sikhs and the looms where the famous 
Amritsar carpets are made, caught a 
train and turned up in Ambala at 3 
o'clock in the morning. It was no 
small favor that this British airman 
had done for us and we appreciated 
it more than we had words to express 
at the time. 

“Meanwhile the royal air force 
pilots in Ambala entertained us at their 
mess, and we had a particularly enjoy- 
able evening, partly because it was not 
marred by a lot of unnecessary 
speeches. Like eviators the world 
over, we found these English, Irish, 
Scottish, and Welsh flyers who police 


along the Afghan frontier, where the

- Wazirs, and Mahsuds from raiding

would do exactly the same if the posi- 


‘tion were reversed, and insisted that

northern Arabia we wore the helmets

Off for the Desert. 
“Early next morning we installed 


the new cylinder in my engine, and 
started west across the northern rim of 
the great Sind desert at 9 o'clock. 
| This was Thursday, the third of July,

the most violent sandstorm we had 
seen. 

Leaving Ambala we crossed the 
rich ‘land of the five rivers’ where the 
British are completing some of 
largest irrigation projects in & 
world.

When the flyers reached Ambala they found that the New Orleans had a 


bad cylinder. The British commander there had a new one sent from Lahore. 

The British in India use Liberty motors, and find them good, they discovered. 
Leaving Ambala on July 3, they flew 500 miles to Multan, across the Great 

Indian desert. On the way they met a simoon, or sandstorm, so thick that they 


missed Multan, and had to turn back to locate it. 


In railway mileage they have made 
India the fourth country in the world, 
and when a plague breaks oyt in one 
part of the country they rush train 
loads of grain to the stricken region 
in time to keep the plague from spread- 
ing. Another result of the 150 years 
of peace the British have brought to 
this vast, chaotic land, is that the 
population has increased by one hun- 
dred million! 

“ Before reaching the desert we flew 
over the native state of Patiala, fam- 
ous for the Maharaja's championship 
polo teams. Polo, of course, is a Cen- 
tral Asian game, and was played by 
maharajas, rajas, and lesser nabobs 
out here long centuries before it was 
even heard of in Burope. The children 
to this day play it in the streets of 
the Vale of Kashmir. The first that 
Europe heard of it was when Marco 
Polo, the Venetian traveler and ad- 
venturer, returned from hig long over- 
land journey to the court of Kublai 
Klan in the fifteenth century. 


Natives Absolute Rulers. 


“ Patiala is one of the parts of India 
still under native rule. The whole of 
Hindustan is divided into two types of 
territory; the great British-Indian prov- 
inces such as Bengal, Bombay prov- 
ince, Bihar and Orissa, Madras prov- 
ince, the Punjab, etc., and then many 
native states ruled over by Indian 
rajas and maharajas with British ad- 
visors to assist them. 

“The British-Indian provinces form 
about two-thirds of the country. The 
rest is made up of these native states, 
where the maharajas of Bikinir, Pati- 


the Begum of Bhopal, the sultan of 
Swat, the Khan of Kalat, the Nigam of 


all of the old time oriental splendor, 


wear the gorgeous costumes of olden 
times, long strings of priceless pearls, 
cloth of gold robes, and loop the loop 
slippers.

but occasionally we would flash by 
a small village. Before we were half 
way to Multan, the military post in 
the desert, where we were to refuel, 
our eyes were bloodshot and our faces 
lacerated by the flying particles of 
sand that stung like needles.” 


The fiying field at Multan is the 
parade ground of the military canton- 
ment. Although Commander Smith 
knew exactly where it was on his 
map, the planes swept right on over 
the town in the blinding storm. But 
after fly:ng on for another fifteen or 
twenty riinutes he knew by the mile- 
age recorded or his instrument board 
that Multan must be somewhere be- 
hind them. Thousands of troops had 
been placed in a single line, shoulder 
to shoulder, all the way around the 
landing eld. They heard the three 
Planes passing overhead, but were 
unable to see them. However, when 
they flew back through the storm 
Smith changed his course slightly 
and cane square over the parade 
ground just a few feet above the 
heads of the soldiers. Circling around 
several times, all three planes made a 
perfect landing. 


“As we climbed out of our cockpits 
Col. Butler, the British officer in 
comman% at Multan, came over to us 
with his staff,” says Lieut. Arnold, 
“but before even shaking hands they 
handed us tall glasses of ice cold lem- 
onade. . have had. many delicious 
and satisfying drinks in my life, but 
none to compare with that lemonade 
in Multan 


“The tnermometer when we arrived 
at Multan, or rather Moulten, as it 


ought to be named, was 120 degrees 
in the shade. Col. Butler cheered us 
with the news that it wae the hottest 
Place in India. It certainly was the 
hottest place any of us had ever vis- 
ited, or ever hape to visit either in

Washington, D. C., Jan. 7.—Pros- 
pects of the Chicago and downstate 


Illinois deiégations in congress agree- 
ing on the Hull bill as it now stands 
are not bright. The measure is said to 
be the most drastic ever introduced in 
limiting and curbing powers of the san- 
itary district. It virtually places the 
entire project under control of the war 
department and a federal Illinois water- 
ways commission, the expenses of 
which must be borne by the sanitary 
district. 

As far as control of the chief of engi- 
neers of the army is concerned, the 
United States Supreme court in its 
opinion already has affirmed the undis- 
puted control of the war department 
over navigable streams, and any legis- 
lation must necessarily acknowledge 
that authority. It is not thought like- 
ly, however, that the sanitary district 
trustees twill yield to the extent of plac-

Even should the pressure of emer- 
gency cause them to acquiesce in this 
provision, it is improbable that they 
will agree to the drastic provisions for 
creation of a federal commission to ad- 
judicate damage claims.

All 
these men are important in politics and business 
affairs.

KEEPING BABIES HEALTHY 


IN WINTER. 


HE problem of keeping babies well 

in hot weather has been solved, 

not only theoretically but in prac- 

tice. Even in sections where peo- 
ple are poor and are crowded together 
the baby sickness rate does not go up 
much in the hot months. So far as babies 
are concerned August is a far healthier 
month than June was ten years ago. It 
is probably healthier now than was any 
month in e year ten years ago. The 
great problem now is how to keep the 
baby healthy from December to May, 
and particularly in March. 


The greatest part of this problem is 
keeping him free from colds. Mothers 
now know how to feed babies. They have 
yet to learn how to clothe therh. One way 
to keep baby from catching cold is to 
train him so that chilling will not hurt 
him, particularly will not cause him to 
catch cold. While chilling is only one 
factor in cold catching, it is an important 
one.

Recently we told of a baby 6 months 
old who had escaped whooping cough, 
probably because she stays out of doors 
from morning until 10 o'clock at night 
whenever the weather is at all fit. No 
mother would be justified in exposing her 
baby to such vicissitudes except after a 
training period. 


A writer tn the Southern Medical Jour- 
nal called attention to the hazard of ex- 
posing unhardened babies to the weather 
even in the south. In writing on meth- 
ods of training babies and older children 
so they would not chill, Miss Alice Ra- 


_venhill referred to the dangers of letting 


some children play in cold water, go out 
in the snow and rain, or expose them- 
selves in very cold weather. Miss Raven- 
hill gives the following detailed advice 
in Nation’s Health: 


“The temperature of the room while 
a new born babe is being bathed should 
be 100 or near that. The water must be 
milkwarm. The children can be rather 
rapidly accustomed to lower room tem- 
peratures. At two weeks of age the day- 
time room temperature should be 68 to 
70. That of the night time 50. The tem- 
perature should be measured by a ther- 
mometer, not. guessed at. Even at 2 
weeks of age a little cool water should 
be applied to baby’s spine at each bath. 
After 6 weeks of age the temperature 
of the bach water should be dropped one 
degree every other. day until 70 is 
reached. This temperature reduction 
process will require about sixty days. 
The baby should get pleasure out of its 
bath, and 70 is about as low as the tem- 
perature of the bath should be allowed 
to go.”

J gave a lecture on curtains versus health. I 
took the health end of it then and I have 
stayed put. 

But your case is not much in point. 4 
simple water pan set on the radiator is good 
for the mind, but makes no great difference 
with the atmosphere. While suggestion is 
a good thing—it can even make Sahara air 
feel moist—one should never follow it far 
enough to make him fight his wife. 

Some of the evaporators which hang on 
the radiator.are somewhat better than the 
pan method, but, at that, they fall short 
of meeting requirements.

TERMS OF TENANCY.

the future, your tenacy would probably be 
by the month and subject to termination on 
sixty days’ notice. We could advise to bet- 
ter advantage if the wording of the notice 
and the facts as to your previous tenancy 
were before us.

If you could get the 
inside facts, you would find “social” diseases 
back of the trouble in thousands and thou- 
sands of cases. 


Many a man has made his wife and children 
pay the penalty of his misfortune because he 
was not really cured of a venereal infection 
before he married. 


As Dr. Bundesen, Commissioner of Health 
for Chicago, says: 

“Venereal diseases not only infect the guilty, but 

contaminate the innocent wife and child with sick- 

ening certainty. They leave in their wake, sterility, 

insanity, paralysis, maimed women, the blinded 

eyes of little babes, the twisted limbs of deformed 

children, degradation, physical rot and mental decay.” 
The cause of eighty-five out of a hundred 
of the pelvic operations performed upon 
women, of nearly half of the still births, of 
nearly all of the childless homes, of twenty- 
five out of a hundred of all cases of insanity, 
and the pathetic, physical and mental con- 
dition of countless children, can be traced 


directly to venereal infections. 


This is but part of the long list of afflictions 
with which “social” diseases visit their 
victims. Among the other consequences are 
paralysis, locomotor ataxia, heart disease, 
kidney and liver diseases, chronic rheuma- 
tism and premature death. 


Every person who has ever been venereally 
infected should make sure that he or she 
has actually been cured before marriage is 
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entered into. Even if symptoms have been 
absent for some time, a doctor should be 
consulted and his assurance obtained after 
the most thorough examination and scien- 
tific tests have been made. And it goes 
without saying that if symptoms appear 
after marriage, a physician should be con- 
sulted immediately. 


The Public Health Institute offers its ser- 
vices to people who either show active 
symptoms of these diseases or who may 
still be in doubt about their condition. Those 
who come for treatment or for thorough 
examination will receive the attention of 
trained physicians who have at their com- 
mand every facility that medical science has 
developed for the successful treatment of 
these infections. 


Since its foundation, by a group of Chicago’s 
public-spirited men, about five years ago, 
the Institute has restored thousands of in- 
fected men, women and children to health: 
It is now giving about one thousand treat- 


ments daily. 


‘Social’? diseases can be cured, Even when 
a venered] infection has produced perma- 
nent and disabling effects, its further 
progress can usually be stopped. Immediate 
and proper treatment should be taken by 
anybody who discovers that he has become 
infected—not only for his own sake but 
because these diseases are so easily trans- 
mitted by mere contact that he may un- 


knowingly infect others.

If you are a victim of one of these scourges, 
delay in securing treatment is only going 
to make matters worse. “Social” diseases 
never cure themselves—they only take a 
stronger hold if allowed to go on untreated. 
The time always comes when medical help 


must be obtained. The sooner it is obtained, 


the better. 


Have You a 
Puzzling Ailment? 


Venereal infections often produce forms of 
disease which make it difficult for any. but 
a doctor to discover the real cause. This is 
often the case when treatment has banished 
the first and easily recognizable symptoms 
but has not actually cured the patient—or in 
cases of inherited “social” disease, If you 
have an ailment that is puzzling and persist- 
ent, either constant or periodic, you should 
have an examination and tests to discover 
its source. If a “social” disease is responsible 
for the trouble, proper treatment should be 
taken without further delay.

Whether students in our colleges are 
modernists or fundamentalists, or 
whether they take any vital interest tn 
religion, received various answers in 
the different college groups meeting 
yesterday in Chicago. 

What the students of the University 
of Michigan thought about religion 
was described by John Diekhoff, a stu- 
dent, who was employed to poll the 
students on various questions. 

“Tabulation of the leading denomi- 
nations at the university,” said Mr. 
Diekhoff, at the meeting of the church 
workers in universities at the Chi- 
cago Beach hotel, “indicate that of 
the Congregational students, 48 per 
cent enrolled as modernists, 6 per 
cent as fundamentalists, 44 per cent 
noncommittal and 12 per cent indifer- 
ent. Roman Catholics: modernists, 12 
per cent; fundamentalists, 18 per cent; 
noncommittal, 18 per cent; indifferent, 
52 per cent. Methodists: modernists, 
33 per cent; fundamentalist, 12 per 
cent; noncommittal, 46 per cent, and 
indifferent, 11 per cent. Presbyterians: 
modernists, 30 per cent; fundament- 
alists, 6 per cent; noncommittal, 45 
per cent, and indifferent, 11 per cent. 

Nearly all students are evolution- 
ists, the Congregational students 
leading with the highest per cent.“

us how to choose beef by a knowledge 
of how it looks on the hoof, how i

One of the things learned in it all is 
that good work all along the line is in- 
nuentlal for good up to, and even after 
we have the food on our plate. 

For instance, they have shown us 
that a roast of meat from common 
steer beef is more trouble to cook than 
that from good steer beef. Its cover- 
ing of fat is more scanty, and so the 
lean part is not as well protected from 
shrinkage during roasting as is the 
lean of the better meat. It is less 
attractive looking, being irregular in 
shape and of coarser grain. It gives 
a smaller “eye” for slicing. You 
know all about the “eye,” do you not? 
You know it in a loin lamb chop, at 
any rate, and it looks much the same 
in a join roast, though so much larger. 

The common sort has other imper- 
fections. It is dryer and leas tender 
and leas rich in flavor. The covering 
of a fat on meat from a good steer 
beef is a self-baster, while the meat is 
roasting and so prevents shrinkege. 
The meat is more compact. It is 
tender, juicy, rich in flavor. Study 
these points as you practice and you 
will realize that there is roast beef and 


roast beef.
